CHINESE REPRESENTATION. 


We should like te take opportunity to amplify what 
we said yesterday in regard te the feeling prevalent among 
the Chinese that the representation they have en the 
Legislative Council is scarcely representative enough—not'in 
the matter of numbers but in the matter of spimt. The 

- recent divergence of attitude shown by the majority of 
Chinese residents tu that shown’ by those in a'better position 
- in connection with the Rents Ordinaneze has led to the 
——preation of not-a—Htetissatisfaction Ht is contended: 
that the Chinese Unollicials have little means of ascertain- 
ing the popular public view and even when that view is 
known but confltets with the :monied interests it is not 
presented as it should be. : : 

Let us hasten to assert —and the truthfulness of the 
assertion cannot be denied--that the Chinese community as 
a whole owes an immense debt of gratitude to its past and 
present Unofficials. Times without nurnber the native poor 
and industrious of this Colony have bad their cases 

. presented with forcefulness and efiectivetiess. One need 
only recall the many Budget. debates. the reveut protest 
made against the suggestion to instal water meters and the 
keen watch kept on general legislatiun ty prove this beyvod 
any possible contention. But we have just witnessed an 
instance of what might bappen at any time—an ovvasion 
on which the bulk of the population disagrees with the 
nominated spokesmen. Strong public opinion will always 
express itself nv matter what the representation might be, 
we have just seen an example of that, yet it is felt 
that littl or no wachinery exists whereby the 
Chinese Unofficials are given a direct voice from 
the bulk of the population. “The Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce discusses and weighs the merits’of almost every 

———Bill which affects the Chinese but to represent the view of 
that Chamber is uot enough when the views of the general 
public conflict with it. .It has been suggested to us that 
when a measure directly affects the bulk of the Chinese 
population the-various Guilds of the Colony might be asked 
for an expression of opinion. These Guilds’ are certainly 
-represeutative of every grade in the social scale aiid rsports 
from them. if forwarded to the Chinese Unofficial members, 
could be digested and presented to the Council as a true 
reflex of what the Chinese were thinking. We must admit 
that this seems largely a matter for the Chinese themselves 
to settle. It is in their own bands and should not be 
dificult of practical expression. ; . 

The very fact that a Chinese Tenants’ Association has 

". been forined—or is in course of formation—shows that con- 
fidence in the Unofficials on the house rents question is not 
particularly great, and the fear is that when there is con- 
flict in views between the poor and the well-to-lo the 
former have but little chance of being heard except by 
direct petition as in the case just witn One can 
readily understand the attitude that is being adopted” and 
‘one is also forced tosympathise with it. e don’t think 

_ itis a matter for the Government to worry its, head over, 
‘we don’t think the present Chinese Unofhcials can scarce 
_belp standing but where they do, yet we think they vould 
presen , 
some such popular medium as the various Guilds. 
puts the onus of the next move on the Guilds.

; Oil in Marine Engineering. | 


‘The Admiralty, it ia reported, 
expects to have an all-oi! Fleet 
in the course.of a few months, no 
difficulty in regard to supplies 
being anticipated. Apparently 


‘tha authorities at Home are so 


confident on the point that the 
Anglo-Persian Ol! Co. in which 
the Government ‘holds a large 
block of shares, has. been 
authorieed to enter into & 
Japanesa contract, presumably 
te furnish foel for our ally’s 
Navy, ag oil deposits in the 
Eastern island empire are very 
limited. Olilfields are being open- 
ed op with energy all over the 
globe, but evennow the production 
amounts to little more than S per 
cent. of the coal raised. This, 
howaver; is equivalent to same- 
thing like 16 per cont, oil having 
about treble the dynamic value. 
At the end of .last year 
a leader of the shipping 
lworld, Lord Pirriea, sounded 
a watoing on-the.score of in- 
adequate or uncertain supplies. 
Evidantly, this apprehension is 
not shared by a number of other 
authorities. One point raised by 
Lord Pirrie is worth remembering 
in relation tu the Lloyd’s Register 
statistics cabled this week. His 
lordsbip strongly deprecates as 
wasteful the use of oil in the form 
of fuel. The number of vessels 
consuming oil has increased 
enormously in a few years, but 
tha cable does not make clear the 
roportian of oil-burners and 
motor-ships respectively. 


The Irish Negotiations. 

As some kind of definite 
pro.ouncement may be expected 
pefore many more days have 
passed, it is hantly worth while 
jepecatating upon the outcone of 
the discussioasrespecting Ireland, 
One or two reparts that have 
gained currency arouse a sense 
of disquieatude, as, for instance, 
talk of “independence” and the 
suggestion that as “Mir. Da Valera 
and his colleagues were elected 
by Dai! Eireann on a republican 
ticket. they do not, possess anthor- 
ity to abate the demand.” Thero 
has also been a suspicious refer- 

ter Premiertaself- 
implying that the 
Northern province is still agains: 
fusion. It would be premature, 
however, to attach dark signific- 
ance to these fragmentary 
accounts an3 until we bear that 
there has ceased to be ground for 
tt we prefer to preserve the note 
of optimism sounded in messages 
to hand yesterday, in particolar 
the one referring to Lord Crewe's 
declaration in the Upper Cham- 
ber. The fact that the negotia- 
tions continued gives reason for 
2 ade 
to Dublin to submit the position 
to Dail Eireann suggests at least 
that 3f{r. De Valera is no: adopt- 
ing an irreconcilable attitude. 


Echo of the Big Contest.

The steamer Manela, which 
arrived at Hongkong yesterday on 
her maiden voyage in the service 
of the P. & O.; sailed this morn- 
ing forShanghai, Kobe and Yoko- 
hama in continuation of her pass. 
age from Antwerp and London. 
In addition to the general descrip- 
tion of th: ship and her appoirt- 
ments for the comfort ard con- 
venience of passengers that ap- 
peared in Wednesday's Teleyrapa 
the following facts (omitted from 
yesterday's issue for want of 
space) will be of interest. 

The Manele was built for the 
British India Steam Navigation 
Co. by Messrs. Barclay, Curle & 
Co. at their West yard, Scotstoun, 
and is one of three sister ships 
intended for the Indian passenger 
trade. Each of the vessels is 
being equipped with a different 
type of engine for exparimertal 
purposes, One of the vessels will 
be a Diesel-engined motorsbip. 

The Manels, an intermediate 
passenger ahd cargo vessel, is 
fitted vith twin screw turbine 
engines of the Brown Curtis 
double reduction ‘geared type, 
constructed by the builders. The 
boilers and bunkers are so ar. 
ranged tbat the vessel can use 
either coal or cil for fuel. The 
Manela is equipped with power- 
operated water-tight. doors, fire- 
proof bulkheads, emergency plant
